VAST MINERAL WEALTH

Wonderful Gduentry Around Fort McMurray, in Northern! 


Alberta, Described as a Vast Empire, Rich in 
Natural Resources. 


Edmonton, Alta. scMuthosiaatte over 
the great district north of Edmonton 
and its splendid prospects for the fu- 
ture, Colonel J. S, Finn, veteran oll 
Prospector, is now in Edmonton. He 
came here recently from Vancouver 
where he maintains headquarters 
with the Athabasca Oils Ltd., and 
which company he represents in the 
Fort McMurray Oil Fields. 

Colonel Finn spent a part of the 
Be summer and fall in the district 
50 miles north of Edmonton, direct- 
tng the oil uperations now in progress. 
Work was started on August 14 on 
& well eight miles from Fort McAffly 
and forty miles from Fort McMurray, 
12 men being constantly emplo;ed in 
Grilling until the water froze. A depth 
of 530 feet was attained. Meantime 
they struck of] in large quantities, en- 
countering a flow of the valuable siuff 
that experts declare should make a 
bonanza for the owners. 


The well, located about two hund 
red and fifty feet east of the Ailia- 
basca river, was a source of surprise 
to even the experienced oil men ea- 
posed in operating it, although tt had 
een known for some time-that the 
oi] was there and only awaited de- 
velopment. 

“That is a wonderful country around 
fort McMurray,” said Col. Finn to.a 
press representative. “In fact, it is 
& vast empire in itself, and in my 
opinion destined to become the great- 
est of] field in North America. I have 
spent many years in the ofl] fields of 
West Virginia, Oklahoma, Texas, Cal- 
(fornia and Ontario, and never in all 
my life have I seen anything to equal 
the favorable conditions existing in 
the Fort McMurray district.

Famous Rear-Admiral of United States 
Navy Passes Away 

Washington.—Rear-Admiral Robley 
D. Evans, retired, died recently of 
acute indigestion. He had been ap- 
parently in the best of health up to 
the minute he was stricken. 

Admiral Evans started the battle- 
ship fleet in its record-breaking cruise 
around the world, resigning his com- 
mission at San Francisco because of 
his approaching retirement from ser- 
vice. 

President Taft, down to the officials 
of the Government, have expressed 
their regret over his sudden demise. 

Robley Dunglison Evans was born 
on Aug. 16, 1846, in Floyd County, Vir- 
ginia, and educated in the _ public 
schools of Washington. He graduated 
from the United States Naval Acad- 
emy in 1868, and was made an en- 
sign in October of that year. He par- 
ticipated in both attacks on Fort Fish- 
er in January, 1865, and, in the land 
attacks, received four severe rifle 
wounds. He achieved his lieutenancy 
in 1866, became a commander in 1868. 

When in command of the “York- 
town,” in 1891, at Valapraiso, Chili, 
his conduct, when the American sol- 
fiers were attacked, earned for him 
the name of “Fighting Bob.” He was 
promoted to a captaincy in 1893, and 
In 1898 commanded the battleship 
“Towa,” in Samnson’s fleet, taking an 
active nart in the destfuction of Cer- 
vera's fleet off Santiago, Cuba. 

He was appointed president of the 
Roard of Inspection and Survey, and 
was made a Rear Admiral on Feb- 
ruary 11, 1910.

Vancouver, B. C.—Controlling more

CANADIAN CADET MOVEMENT 


Hon. Sam Hughes Formulates Plan To 
Have 40,000 Cadets Receive Week's 
Training in Camp Yearly 

Ottawa.—Undaunted by the recent 
Satirical attack of Henri Bourassa, 
Hon. Sam Hughes, minister of militia, 
has formulated elaborate plans for the 
mobolization of 40,000 cadets, chosen 
from the youth of the Dominion be- 
tween the ages of ten and sixteen 
years. These juvenile soldiers will 
be properly unformed at the expense 
of the government, will be under the 
charge of non-commissioned officers 
and qualified school teachers, and 
will receive a week’s training in 
camp in various central districts éur- 
ing July. 

The minister has decided that no 
better means could be found for the 
early training of those who will later 
be eligible for the militia regiments 
of Canada, and consider that within a 
few vears practically every youth of 
the Dominion will have an opnortun- 
ity at least of becoming an efficient 
military man. 

It is understood that the new move- 
ment will incorporate within its scope 
the present school cadet system of 
the provinces. ;

INCREASED COST OF LIVING 


Proposal at Washinaten to Convene 
International Commission 
Ottawa.—After attending at Wash- 
ington the sessions of the Interna- 
tional Association for Labor Legisla- 
tion. F. A. Ackland, Deputy Minister 
of Labor has returned to the city. Mr, 
Ackland states that compensation for 
injuries to workmen, and tndnstrial 
accidents, were the princinal subjects 
taken up at the Convention. 
Approval was also given by the

CAPTAIN SCOTT'S EXPEDITION 


Departure of the Terra Nova for the 
Antarctic Regions 
Lyttelton, N. Z.—The Terra Nova 
has sailed for the far south, to take 
supplies to Captain Scott's Antarctic 
expedition. If the main party of the 
expedition {s not ready to return by 
the time the ice closes in, it 1s quite 
possible that arrangements wil] be 
made for the Terra Nova to winter 
in the Antarctic, but if Captain Scott's 
dash to the Pole has proved suctess- 
ful the vessel's return may be looked 

for about the middle of March. 


Cannot Form New Ministry 

Constantinople.—Said Pasha, the 
grand vizier, has not yet been able 
to form a new ministry to take the 
place of the one which resigned re- 
cently. A dissolution of the chamber 
and a new election of deputies is re- 
gerded inevitable, 


PREFERENCE TO U. S. SHIPS 


London “Morning Post” Starts Strong 
Agitation Against American 
Proposal. 

London.—The Morning Post has 
started a strong agitation against the 
reported proposal of the United) 
States Government to grant a prefer- | 
ence to American ships in the Panama | 
Canal. It devoted three columns and 
a long editorial to that subject. It de- 
clares that such discrimination would 
be a violation of the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty and s&ys 

“By no sophistry can the American 
Government pretend that it is not 
bound by the terms of the treaty. An 
evasion of the obligation into which 
it entered should prove to the world) 
that its pledges are meaningless.” 

The Post gives interviews with 
various shipping authorities in differ- 
ent British ports, most of whom refuse 
to believe that the Washington Gov- 
ernment has such an intention. 

Sir Walter Runciman, senior part- 
ner of Walter Runciman and Com- 
rany, of Newcastle-on-Tyne, and Lon- | 
don, thoveht that, if the report was | 
true, the British Government had heen | 
cavght nanping. but he doubted if 
such diserimination. if adopted, would 
have the expected result of encour- 
aging traffic in a manner to make the 
Canal pay. 

J, WH, Turner, agent reneral for Brit-| 
ish Columbia, agreed that it would he 
a violation of the treaty and Aga 
seriously iniure British Columbia. 
would also Iinfure the Canal itself ee 
manv vears until the Tnited States 
had built up a merchantile trade. 


GEORGE'S CORONATION GIFT 


His Majesty's Disposition of the Fund! 
—For Young Marine Officers 
mgr 3 The fund for the Corona- 
tion gift to the King from subjects 
bearing the Christian name of George 
closed soon after the Coronation with 
a total of £3,407, the subscribers 
numbering more than fifty thousand. 
The names of the subscribers are be- 
ing engrossed on vellum for presenta- 
tion to His Majesty who has approved 
of the proposal that the gift should 
take the form of a tewelled badge of 
the Order of the Garter containing 
the cameo of St. George and the Dra- 

gon. 

By the desire of the King, who is 
Colonel-in-Chief of the Marines, the 
greater part of the fund will be in- 
vested and utilized for the benefit of 
the voung Marine officers of excep- 
tional ability who may find a difficulty 
in meeting the cost of the final stage 
of military training. 


PROBE INTO CAR SHORTAGE 


A. J. Nixon, of Railway Commission, 
on Investigation Committee 

Ottawa.—A. J. Nixon, chief operat- 
ine agent of the railway commission, 
will leave for the west In a couple 
of days in order to conduct an in- 
quiry into a number of pressing west- 
ern matters. 

One of the principal questions which 
he will investigate will be the, car 
shortage in the west of which a num- 
ber of complaints have been received 
by the commission. He will be in 
the west some three weeks. 

It will likely be the end of Feb- 
ruary or early in March, before the 
board will go west. The big subjects 
will be the inquiry into the freight 
rates in the west. It will be thor- 
ough and far-reaching. Petitions and 
resolutions for western boards of trade 
all over the three pranirie provinces 
are still rolling into the prime min- 
ister and the minister of railways.

EXTERMINATE SEA LIONS 


Gigantic Mammals Causing Havic on 
Coast of Vancouver Ieland. 

Victoria, B. C.—Government action 
for the extermination of the sea lions 
of the west coast of Vancouver is- 
land is being urged as necessary, in 
order that the valuable fishing wealth 
of this territory may be conserved and 
preserved. The sea lions of Cape 


waters are counted the largest and 
most voracious in the world, and dur- 
ing the past season they have worked 
special havoc among the salmon. 
Urging government war against the 
predatory mammals. H. S. Hillier of 
the dominion telegraph service, who 
is now in the city. says that the lions 
this vear followed the young salmon 
into the various harbors, catching and 
killing many. At the same time the 
herring fishers suffered hardship 
through their spoil being driven out 
to sea. 

The West Coast Fishing & Curing 
Co., in particular. suffered heavy fin- 
ancial loss through the daring of the 
lions, against which many hunting 
parties have waged war, but without 
any perceptible diminution of the num- 
bers. West coast residents ask that 
fame guardians and coastguardsmen 
be specially commissioned to shoot 
the arch enemies of the fisheries. The 
carcases of the sea lions are capable 
‘of being utilized for the manufacture 
jof olls, leather and other produets. It is 
difficult, however, to secure the bodies 
as they sink at once when shot. 


RAILWAY THROUGH PERSIA 


British, French and Russian Bankers 
to Carry Out Great Scheme. 
London.—British, French and Rus- 
sian bankers are to hold a meeting in 
Paris in the near future to organize 
a syndicate, with a capital of $500,000 
to carry out a survey of a proposed 

Trans-Persian Railroad. 

Great Britain and Russia have both 
already approved of the scheme, al- 
though the precise route to be taken 
by the railroad remains to be decided. 
The proposal contemplates the con- 


| struction of a line from the seaport 


of Baku, in Russian-Trans-Caucasia, 
on to Astra, on the Caspian Sea, to 
Teheran, the capital of Persia. 

From that point it will pass through 
the province of Kerman, in the south- 
east of Persia. on to Gwettar, on the 
‘Arabian Sea. It will continue through 
Baluchistan and then connect with 
the Indian railroads going to Kurra- 
chee. 

No difficulty is anticipated in the 
raising of the capital or in obtaining 
the necessary concessions in Persia. 


GRAIN GROWERS INDIGNANT 


Sever Strictures Passed on Trans- 
portation at Regina Conference 

Regina.—Delegates representing the 
Grain Growers’ Grain Company, the 
Saskatchewan Co-Operative Elevator 
Company, and the Grain Growers’ As- 
sociation of Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta, held a conference in Re- 
gina recently, when the grain situa- 
tion in the various phases wae discus- 
sed. 

The railways came in for some se- 
vere criticism at the hands of the del- 
egates, and a proposition was made 
that a similar agreement to that ar- 
ranged a couplpe of years ago, be en- 
tered into with the railways and deal- 
ers on the other side of the line to 
handle the grain.

It 
is not ours to reason why, but simply 
to pray, Lord talk with us by the way 
and open to us the Scriptures, May 
each one notice and firmly believe the 
assurance of the supernatural birth 
and Mary's acceptance of it, perhaps 
little dreaming the cost to herself of 
such an honor (verse 35, 38). Then 
notice the plain and simple prediction 


concerning the throne of David and 
the coming kingdom (verses 30-33). 
See Elizabeth and Zacharias filled 


with the Holy Spirit and note all 
their words (verges 41, 67). Observe 
carefully the R. V. of verse 37, “No 
wordfrom God will be void of power.” 
T have in my mind associated this with 
Isa. iv, 11, “Jt shall not return 
unto me void, but it shall accomplish 
that which I please.” When Elizabeth, 
filled with the Holy Spirit, said, Bless- 
ed is she that believed, for there shall 
be a performance of those things 
which were told her from the Lord” 
(verse 45), then Mary burst forth 
with, “My. soul doth magnify the Lord 
and my spirit hath rejoiced in God 
my Saviour,” closing with, “As he 
spake to our fathers, to Abraham and 
to his seed forever.” Many of Mary's 
utterances remind us of Hannah's 
prayer or song in i Sam. {, 1-19, clos- 
ing with, “He shall give strength unto 
His King and exalt the horn of His 
annointed.” This Is the first refer- 
ence to Christ as the Messiah or the 
annointed one. Compare John |, 41, 
The son of Elizabeth being born at 
the full time and the eighth day, or 
time for qrevmeision, having come, 
there was a little perplexity about a 
name for the boy, as some would have 
him called by his father's name, but 
his mother said, “He shall be called 
John.” They made signs to his fa- 
ther, who, to the surprise of all. wrote, 
“His name is John” (verse 57-63), See 
verse 13 and find the other six who 
were called by name before they were 
born. two of them several hundred 
years before, or at least one. 

Notice the release of Zacharias from 
his affliction which came upon him 
because of unbelief. Faith in Jesus 
Christ, the reception of Him as one’s 
personal Saviour, not only delivers 
from the wrath to come, but delivers 
from all bondage. The truth shall 
make you free. If the Son shall make 
you free ye shall be free indeed 
(John viil, 32, 30). The hand of the 
Lord upon the child reminds us that 
he was to be filled with the Spirit 
from his birth (verses, 15, 66), and 
the two sayings make us think of 
Ezek. fff, 14; vill, 3. This is your 
need and mine, dear reader, the hand 
of the Lord upon us and the Holy 
Spirit filling and controlling. From 
verse 67 to the last verse of the chap- 
ter we have the sayings of Spirit 
filled Zacharias, telling us of the king. 
dom which would have come had the 
people been willing to have i1eceived 
John and Jesus and the kingdom, but 
which, because of their rejection of 
all, is still in abeyance, waiting for 
the King to come again in glory to set 
up His kingdom and peace and right- 
eousness.

I attended a lecture on Tuesday af- 
ternoon on ‘Poultry Keeping given 
by Miss Trench. There was a fair 
attendance and every one enjoyed 
the very instructive address on how 
to keep poultry for profit 

Some people do not attend to the 
poultry properly. therefore they do 
not think there isany mouey in it. 
But there must be for in the United 
Ssates the poultry brings in more 
money than ail the iron and in Can- 
aia every hundred dollars invested 
in chickeus yields a profit of a hun- 
dred per. cent. 

Poultry is generally kept for two 
reasons. forthe eggs, andfor the 
; meat. 

To get eggs we must select the 
hens best adapted to the climhte 
aud be sure to get pure bred ones, 
but one of the most important 
things is housing them properly. 
Some people get a flock of pure- 
breds and soon begin to wonder why 
they are not paying for themselves. 
If we look into the reason we find 
that they are either not housed cor- 
rectly or not fed right, or perhaps 
they are not adapted tothe climate 
The breeds thatare best for this 
climate are;—Wyandottes, Ply- 
mouth Rocks Orphingtons and 
Kk ode Island Reds 

To get’ pure bred hens to lay we 
musi hove good ones, for ike mix- 
tures there are the best and the 
poorest in a flock, and put them in- 
toa good~sensible hen house, not 
necessarily an expensive one, fora 
log house is just as good for them, 
as some costing twice the money 
would be. 

A friend of mine built a sod 
henhouse but he did not like it on 
account of the fleas but if he had 
known about putting burnt sul- 
phur on his fowl I am satisfied 
that he would still be using his 
sod hexhouse. 

I think I will adopt a log house 
for my model. On the ftoor I will 
put about eight inches of straw on 

| which to scatter the grain. I will 
also nail some laths on the collar- 
beams so I can fill the space be- 
|tween them and the inside ridge 
| with straw to absorb all the mois- 
| ture given off by the heus when 
breathing. For the windows I will 
have cotton as there can be enou- 
gh air sift through the meshes to 
supply the loss made by the fowls. 

For cold winter nights it might be 

well to have a drop curtain in front 
‘of the perches. The a perches I 

would like to have all the same 
beight and movable so I could 

clean the benhouse at least once a 

week.

9th 1912, at 
which Miss Trench delivered a 
most-interesting address, her sub- 
ject being Poultry Keeping 

She said in the United States, 
the poultry brought as much mon- 
ey as theiron, For every one hun- 
dred: dollars invested in poultry 
you get as much as two hundred 
inreturn Hensare kept for two re- 
asons, the eggs and the meat. The 
best hens for the Alberta climate 
are the four breeds, Wyandotts, 
Plymouth Rocks, Orpingtons and 
Rhode Island Red. hese she 
thought were the most suitable. 

The white hens are just a little 
more delicate than the darker 
ones. The pure bred are the best 
for the eggs and the meat. The 
hens must havethe right climate. 
and must be pure bred. and a 
warm house, if you want the best 
results in eggs. 

A warm bouse can be made of 
jogs or sod, or lumder. In winter 
so as to have good ventilation, the 

lass panes may be taken out, and 
cotton putin. In cold weather, 
| glass and cotton, both can be put 
jon. A hen breaths much faster 
‘than a buman being, 
| Ifa hen has lice sulphur can be 
| used in fine,weather only. A few 
| laths spred across the ceiling and 
| straw packed in between will pre- 
| vent dampness. Lice will not go 
|where there is dust. Hens can 
|stand a certain amount of cold, 
,if one hen catches a cold it goes 
|through all the flock, A hen 
house shold be cleaned oncea 
| week, at the very least. 

The perches should be made 
;movable and level, so when the 
| benbouse is cleaned, the perches 
can be teken down. 
| Straw and grain together should 
, be scattered around on the floor, 80 
jthe hens can scratch, and keep 
themeelves from the cold. The 
chickens should be fed early in 
jthe morning A little mash is al- 
jright.

The Union Bank 
Has a Record 
Year 


Head Office to be Mov- 
ed to Winnipeg 


The Union Bank of Canada held its 
47th Annual Meeting at the Head Of- 
fice in Quebec on Monday, December 
the 18th, 1911. The meeting was a 
memorable one for several reasons. 
In the first place, the reports present- 
ed by the President and General Man- 
ager were the best in the bank’s his- 
tory and revealed the fact that several 
progressive steps had been taken dur- 
ing the year. At the meeting it was 
also decided to remove the Head Of- 
This

of 
Lake Superior and 76 in Ontario, 
leaving only a comparatively few in 
the Province of Quebec and the East- 
ern Provinces. The decision on the 
part of the directors and shareholders 
to move the head office to Winnipeg 
is a recognition of the growing impor: 
tance of the west. 

The net profits for the year after 
deducting expenses of management 
and making provision for all bad and 
doubtful debts amounted to $662,437 
as compared with $451,620 for the 
previous year. The earnings for 1911 
were at the rate of 14 per cent. on the 
bank’s average paid-up capital for 
the year. The premium on new stock 
issued amounted to $457,000, while 
the balance at credit of account on 
November 30th amounted to $80,000. 
These sums with the net earnings for 
the year made a total of $1,199,000 
available for distribution. Of this 
large sum dividends absorbed $361,- 
000, the sum of $200,000 was transferr- 
ed to the rest account, as well as 
$457,000 transferred to the same ac- 
count from premium on new stock, 
making a total transferred to the rest 
account of $657,000. The sum of $100,- 
000 was written off bank premises ac- 
count and the officers pension fund 
received $10,000, leaving a _ balance 
carried forward of $71,975. 

A further examination of the re- 
port shows that the bank is making 
rapid progress in every department. 
The amount of notes in circulation 
increased during the year by $1,300,- 
000, the total deposits by over $7,800,- 
000 which now stands at $45,232,000 
The paid up capital increased by 
$914,000 and the rest account by near- 
ly $600,000. The total assets of the 
bank now stand at $58,434,000 as com- 
pared with $46,555,000 for the previ- 
ous year. The increase in the bank's 
capital, deposits and assets puts it in 
a position to do a larger business dur- 
ing the coming year. These increas- 
es also show a gain in the confidence 
of the public, 

During the year the Union Bank 
absorbed the United Empire Bank of 
Toronto, which had twelve branches 
in Ontario and a paid up capital of 
$559,000. Later in the year it estab- 
lished a branch ip London, England, 
being one of the four Canadian banks 
having branches in Great Britain. 

Altogether the bank has been show- 
ing marked progress and enters upon 
the new year equipped to do even 
better work.
